Sodium  Carbonate  

Water  

Glycerine   

Stearic  Acid  

Witch  Hazel  Water  

Perfume  q.  s.  if  desired.

Dissolve  the  sodium  carbonate  in  the 
water,  add  the  glycerine,  warm  and  add  the 
stearic  acid.  Heat  near  boiling  point  until 
the  liquid  becomes  perfectly  clear  and 
maintain  heat  for  one  hour,  stirring  fre- 
quently and  adding  water  occasionally  to 
keep  up  the  volume.  Transfer  to  hot  mortar, 
add  the  witch  hazel  water  and  beat  with  an 
egg  beater  to  the  proper  consistence.  Let 
stand  till  thoroughly  set,  then  put  in  oint- 
ment pots.

MILK  FEVER  IN  COWS. 

This  trouble  usually  attacks  the  best 
milking  members  of  the  herd  and  has  caused 
severe  loss  to  the  dairymen.  The  animal  is 
restless,  treads  the  hind  feet,  switches  the 
tail,  and  shows  slight  colicky  symptoms, 
followed  within  a  few  hours  by  paralysis, 
noticeable  by  a  staggering  gait,  especially 
in  the  hind  legs.  Finally,  the  animal  goes 
down  and  is  unable  to  rise.  While  down 
the  head  is  turned  to  the  side.  The  secre- 
tions of  milk  may  be  diminished  and  sus- 
pended entirely. 

Treatment. 

Inject  pure  air  into  each  quarter  of  the 
bag  through  the  teats  by  means  of  a  bicycle 
pump  attached  to  an  ordinary  milking  tube 
by  a  thin  rubber  hose.  Have  the  tube 
scrupulously  clean  and  keep  the  bag  tensely 
inflated  with  the  injected  air.  After  the 
milking  tube  is  removed,  tie  a  broad  piece 
of  tape  around  the  teat  to  prevent  the  air 
escaping.  The  same  treatment  is  repeated 
in  the  other  three  teats.  In  case  no  im- 
provement is  noted  within  five  hours,  repeat 
the  operation. 

This  treatment  has  been  adopted  by  the 


U.  S.  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  tests 
show  it  to  cure  97  per  cent,  of  all  milk  fever. 

Prevention. 

Four  or  five  days  before  your  cow  is  due 
to  calve  get  twenty  drops  of  tincture  of 
aconite.  Put  four  drops  of  this  in  an  eight- 
ounce  bottle  and  fill  half  full  of  water  and 
shake  five  minutes.  Keep  on  adding  water 
and  shaking  until  the  bottle  is  full.  Then 
give  one  ounce  of  this  medicine  night  and 
morning  for  four  or  five  days  after  the  cow 
has  calved,  making  about  eight  or  ten  days' 
treatment.  Prepare  a  fresh  bottle  of  medi- 
cine as  directed  above  each  4  days.  If 
these  instructions  are  carried  out  to  the 
letter,  you  will  never  be  troubled  with  a 
case  of  milk  fever.
